400 bushels. ‘Alberta has 1,748 
elevators with a capacity of 75,- 
344,200 bushels.

Miss Clyman invoked the aid of the 
British embassy seeking permission to 
return before leaving the country but 
that question has not been decided 
by the police. 

This is the first expulsion of 4 
foreign correspondent in 10 years, al- 
though a representative of the Cana- 
dian Press and a representative of 
the Berliner Tageblatt have been re- 
fused permission to enter the country 
in recent years.

Coast Is Planned 

To prove to a doubting world that 
ancient Hawaiians could—and proba- 
bly did—make long sea voyages in 
outrigger canoes, Jack A. Royal is 
considering sailing two of the craft 
from Honolulu to the California 
Coast. 

He and Charles Amalu, who would 
command the second canoe, were con- 
vinced the trip is possible. 

The canoes would carry four men 
each, Royal planned. They would be 
propelled by sail’, and have outboard 
motors for auxiliary power. 

The canoe “Alii,” belonging to 
Amalu, and one formerly qwned by 
the Princess Kalanianoale, would be 
used. They are carved from single 
koa logs.
